(jan today resumed questioning C. I 
HuDtingtou in the Pacific railroad in 
quiry by the senate committee on Pacifi 
railroads. 


The first question was directed towan 


ascertaining whether tlie Union Paci i 
road loat money in consequence of 
diversion of traffic from the Centra 
Padiic to the Southern Pacific. 


Huntington replied tbat it had not, a 


it was a fact that more than fifty per 
cent of the transcontinental busiuea 
over all rail routes was carried over the 
Central I'acitic. lie said this matter 
was arranged by an understanding as to 
rates and tbe distribution of business 
among all transcontinental lines. Ho 
aaid this \\-AS not a pool, but a mere 
agreement. 


Uis statement had the effect of divert- 


ing the inquiry into the eystem of poo - 
me and the division business, but Hunt- 
ington professed not TO be familiar with 
details. He said such agreemsnts haii 
been in effect for twenty-five years. 


Mr. Huutington asserted tbat the 


average local rates in California were as 
low as in any other part of the world, 
notwithstanding the expenses of operat- 
ing tbe roads was proportionately muc i 
greater. 


Mr. Huntington said he never had 


heard that freights intended for points 
short of San Francisco had been carried 
on to San Francbeo, thus compelling 
Shippers to pay the freight back to the 
local 
points. There had been com- 


plaints, however, of higher rates for a 
short haul than for a long haul, hut this 
was unavoidable when tbe end of the 
long haul was at tide water, bringing 
the road into competition with the 
water traffic. Ho admitted that when 
the Central Pacific started first there 
was some complaint among shippers 
along the line of the road from the east 
that they were compelled to pay rates 
equal to what they would be if their 
goods were shipped to San Francisco 
and then back, and they demanded if 
such rates should bo charged tbe roads 
should carry the freight twice. 


Senator Morgan asked if the California 


railroad commission had taken cogniz- 
ance of this discrimination in favor of 
the long haul, and Mr. II un ting ton re- 
plied tbat the commission had been 
elected on a pledge to cut ratea 25 per 
cent, but the question" had been taken 
into the courts and would be settled 
there. 


Senator Morgan— You contest then, 


the right of California to exercise this 
authority? 


ity of the state of California or anybody 
else to take my property without giving 
me due consideration. I say that even 
congress has not the right to forfeit my 
property, and I don't believe it will. 


Senator Morgan entered into a lone 


examination of Mr. Hnntington as to 
rates on f rnit and the distributing of the 
business between the two companies) 
with special reference to the shipments 
to the Mississippi valley markets. Mr. 
Hnntington said the greater part of the 
fruit shipped to these states from South- 
ern California was sent over the South- 
ern Pacific and the Central Pacific in 
preference to sending it entirely over the 
Southern Pacific as might be done, but 
did not know why this waa done. He 
could not explain why the Southern Pa- 
cific should receive 54 per cent of the 
amount paid unless it was because the 
Southern Pacific had the expense of 
gathering and handling the fruit. Fruit 
shipments were expensive because of 
tbe necessity of carrying large quantities 
of ice. The green fruit transportation 
did not cut any great figure in the rail- 
road business, he declared. 


In reply to questions as to his dis- 


posal of stocks in tbe Southern Pacific 
(the Kentucky corporation!, Mr. Hunt- 
ington said he had never sold any of it 
at any price. 


Speaking of the land grant of the Cen- 


tral Pacific, Mr. linntingtou said it 
amounted to about 7,000,000 acres, but 
that most of it waa in Western Utah 
and Nevada and waa of but little value. 
He said the company had ao far realized 
less than $8,000,000 on the land grant. 


He said that the companies in which 


he was interested had received from the 
government in grants about 16.0CO 000 
acres in land. 


When Senator Morgan asked what 


hed been done with the proceeds of the 
land sold, Hnntiugtou said it had been 
UBBU in buildine up the road. 


"What else wore we to do with it?" 


he asked, and added : "The building of 
the Central Pacific road was the dearest 
piece of railroad work ever done in 
America." 


An interesting episode occurred1 at 


this juncture. 
Senator Morgan was 


pressing an inquiry as to what 3Ir. 
Huntington thought of the Patliaon re- 
port, and aake'd him i!, in saving the re- 
port was incorrect, he meant' to impeach 
the character of the members of the 
•committee. 


Senator Frye protested against the 


question, saying he did not think it a 
fair question. 


"I don't care what you think or Mr. 


Huutington thinks, I am trying to get 
at it," replied Mr. Morgan. 


"I don't want Senator Morgan to say 


that," aaid Mr. Frye, 


"The senator has no right to plunga 


in the midst of a question by me ad- 
dressed to the witnea?. I don't regard 
that as polite treatment." 


"I contend," said Mr. Frye, "that the 


senator has no right to examine the 
witness as to whether he impeaches the 
character of any man." 


Senator Gear, who was presiding, said 


every member of the committee was 
here on an equal footing and every 
member must be treated with equal 
propriety and comity. 


Air. Morgan said tiiat if the chairman 


meant to say that he had no right to 
pat the question ho would appeal to the 
senate. 


The incident dropped with that and 


the examination went on. 


Tn reply to questions, Mr. Huntington 


aaid he had never kept a lobby in Wash- 
ington or elsewhere, in the usual accept- 
ance of that term, to promote the inter- 
est of his road but that he always had 
trusted men, lawyers and others, to ex- 
plain legislation and protect his inter- 
eats and that the outlay from the first 
on this act in the national and state 
capitals had amounted to about $2,000,- 
000. 
Mr. Morgan asked if Huntington 


waa pursuing tbat plan to procure the 


legislation which he is now seeking fc 
obtain. 


He replied that he was doing most o 


the work now himself.

"It is a case," Senator Morgan eaid

Concluding he said: "It does seen

e Introduces a Resolution in the 


Senate Embodying His 


Ideas. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.— Senator Mor- 


;an introduced in the senate a long doc- 
ment in the, shape of a resolution em- 
lodying bis ideas of a plan for the re- 
ganization of the Pacific railroads, 
It 


fltnicts the committee ou Pacific rail- 
ads to report the bill introduced by 
r. Morgan, giving jurisdiction to tbe 
urt of appeals uf the District of Col- 
inbia in cases brought by the United 
atea involving government liens on 
lilroads. The resolution also instructs 
e committee to report a bill either aa 
n original bill or as an amendment, 
ntaining provisions for refunding the 


mtstanding government Pacific railroad 
Kinds held by bona fide owners who are 
ot iudebied to the United States, and 
eothe first mortgage .bonds; the re- 
mding bonds to run for thirty yeara at 
le option of the government and sub- 
ect after ten years to be called in and 
laid by the United States and to bear 
terest at the rate of 3 per cent. THe 
funded bonds are to be held by the 
nited States treasury and be eichage- 
ble for the old bonds. They are to lie 
ecured aa the present bonda are. A 
inking fund is provided for, to be de- 
iositedbytb.6 companies at the rate of 
per cent per annum to pay the inter- 
t of tbe bonds if not paid by the rail- 
ad companies. 
Direction is also given for taking pos- 
asion of the roads by the government 
nder the provisions of the act of 1896. 
nthat event the United States is to op- 
ate the roads aa its property, the pres- 


snt board of directors in each road to 
)e superceded by others consisting of 


ne citizens to be appointed by the 
'resident. No person now- an officer or 
stockholder of the roads or of any rail- 
ad or transportation or telegraph corn- 
any or a member of congress or any of- 
cial of thfi government is to be an- 
ointed on the.- j boards. The board of 
rectora ia to manage the Central Pa- 
tio and Union Paci fie n.nd branch roads 
i one line and have power to fix rates. 
o dividends Ere to be paid on unreg- 
tered stock, and the atock ia all to be 


reduced to correspond with tbe value of 
the property. 
The functions of the 


present olficerd- of the roads are sus- 
pended, and the hooks, papers, con- 
tracts, deeds, etc., are to be turned over 
to the new boards of directors on pen- 
ilty of fine and imprisonment for re- 
fusal to turn them over. 


The documeui closes with a declara- 


tion that the government is possessed in 
its own right of all the property of the 
Pacific railroads; that it holda it as the 
means and instrumentality of national 
government and of interstate and inter- 
national commerce, but it is necessary 
the roads Ehould be consolidated as one 
through line; that tbe government will 
Deserve the property as far as ia con- 
sistent with jnstice for the payment of 
all lawful debts, and when the roads are 
freed from debt will permit the owners 
of stock to share in the ownership ac- 
cording to the value of their property.

WASHINGTON, March 9.— Another stu- 


rinc chapter in the Spanish- Cuban con- 
troversy was added by the Senate today. 
Many senators indicated a desire to be 
heard on tbe subject, and the conference 
report accepting the house Cuban reso- 
lutions wenc over until tomorrow. In 
anticipation that a critical stage of the 
Cuban question would be reached today 
the calleries were besieged by the great 
est crowd seen since the session openet 
All of the public nod reserved galieric 
were tilled to overflowing with long line 
of anxious people' standing in the oute 
corridors anxious to gain admission 
The diplomatic gallery was occupied by 
Ambassador Pateuotre of France, M in 
istera Mendoucao' Brazil, Hatch of Ha 
waii, Edrou Von Kcttelerof tbe Germai 
embassy, and members of the Chines 
legation, and many of the- secretaries 
attaches and members of the lesatiuu 
households. 
The bright costumed o 


the ladies of the diplomatic circle and 
the rich silken robes of the Chinese 
diplomats gave a touch of bright colo 
to the animated sceue. 


The speech of the day was made by 


Senator Hale of Maine, in vigorous op 
aofiitiou to this resolution and the of 
eneive interference of the United States 
n foreign questions. 


The senator declared the spirit o 


militarism waa abroad in the land ; that 
our course involved the possibilities o 
war with all its dreadful consequences 


Portions of President Grant's mes3a»e 


were read from the desk. Mr. Hale 
aid the insurgents now fighting in Cuba 
md no legislature, no courts, no organ- 
zation such as General Grant had act 
orth as absolutely requisite to the recog- 
nition of a state of war. Their power, 
10 said, is seated i|i straggling bands, 
ccupying straggling camps, and noi 
iily have the insurgents not won a bat- 
le, but they have not had a fight 
worthy of the name of a battle. 


Mr. ilale compared the condition in 


Spaiu with that in tho south when tbe 
onfederacy was recognized. He said 
;he confederacy was a complete orgau- 
zation, with full legislative and esecu- 
ive branches, established courts, a 
xmidable army and navy. And yet at 
;bat time our state department, presided 
>ver by Mr. Reward, urged and protested 
o European powers against even a lim- 
ted recojjnitlon of the confederacy, and 
Iways after insisted on the rescinding 
f that recognition. 
"Did .Spain ever rescind?" interjected 


Mr. Mitchell of Oregon. 


Mr. Hale said bo was glad to hear this 


nquiry as it allowed an answer to those 
who seemed to think Spain was less 
riendly to UB than other powers at the 
me of the civil war. No nation, de- 
lared Hale, had showed the friendly 
isposition that Spain had shown at 
lat time. Never did she allow a Brit- 
ah built privateer to stay in a Spanish 
port more than an hour. When such a 


rivateer entered with American pris- 
aers Spain secured their release. 
Mr. Hale said the only explanation 
tr the public and press clamor against 
pain waa that the country and con- 
ress had been falsely and mendaciously 
mislead with conditions which did not 
xist. 
Mr. Hale referred to the statements 


made by Mr. Sherman aa to the atroci- 
;ies committed by General Weyler. It 
tad since been shown tbut there was an 
ugenious effort to fasten on tho Span- 
sh-Cuban situation of today, events of 
ftesn years ago. 
But these alleged events were men- 
ucious fabrications, fiction from begin- 
ing to end, set up by somebody to dis- 
,ort public feeling. 


At this point a sensational event oc- 
nrred whicn no one had anticipated 
md which for a time threw the senate 
into great excitement, 


"Mr. Hale said the Spanish minister, 
enor Dupuy de Lome had made a 
;atement as to the inaccurate repre- 
sntations against Spain. It was not 
urpriaing, in view of the attacks on 
pain, that tho minister bad done thin 
ttingly and diplomatically. Hale sent 
le Spanish minister's statement to the 
ilerk's desk to be read. It had hardly 
(een begun -when Senator 
Davia of 


Linnesota arose and interrupted. 
"I object," said Mr. Davia, "to tho 
eading of any communication coming 
rom the representative of a foreign 
ouutry on any matter, transmitted to 
ongress through the channels and rc- 
ecting upon members of this body." 
Immediately there was a stir ou tbe 
oor and galleries. Mr. Hale protested 
jainst such an objection. There was 
othing personally offensive 
to

tatement. It was not an attack on the 
enate,- hut was couched with a nicety 
: deference to the senators.

Thfi vice president announced ths 
ule, that in cases of objection to read- 
ug a communication the senate must 
ecide by vote as to receiving it. 
Mr. Teller of Colorado said the objec- 


ion to the minister's statement was not 
meed on its effectiveness to tbe senate, 
>ut on the established rule that any 
omraunication from a foreign minister 
must be submitted through the chatt- 


els of the state department. 
Mr. Morgan made a point of order 
zainat proceeding with the miniater's 
tatement. 
Mr. Hale had stood calmly during the 
torm of protests. He said it was a 
most remarkable fact that senators 
•ould not hear this statement of facts. 
Mr. Frye suggested that Mr. Davis 
ithdraw his point of order and allow 
le commuication to be read, and that 
i reply tho communication in the 
Vaahington Post of a prominent Cuban 
Lhe secretary of the Cnhan legation in 
VnshinKtin) h« road. The fiiijujeation 
o a!?o pivo thn Cuban fide a hearing 
was received with n demon strati on by 
lie galleries so pronounced that Vice

Liberty 
does not light -ita battles in that way. 
Freedom often BpringH from prison bars 
from burning lips, aye, from his own 
ashes, but not such horror and contta- 
firatiou and devils' work. The heart 
stirred by the story of Bunker Hill 
mrns with loathinc from such tales as 
these. It is not war, but incendiarsui, 
destruction by tho torch, murder and 
outrage. It is the wildest deeds of sav- 
agery. I will never vote to give aid and 
comfort to leaders whosa exploits are 
thus chronicled." 


Out of it all, Mr. Hale eaid, he felt 


that the good sense uf tbe American peo- 
ple would assert itself, bringin" i>eace 
rather tuan war. 


Mr. Mills urged Mr. Sherman not to 


endeavor to reach a vote today as eeverfl 
senators desired to be heard. Mr. Sher- 
man yielded to the snj^estiou and the 
Cuban resolutions went over. 


Mr. Turpie waa then recognized for 


an argument against tho claim of .Mr. 
Dupont to a seat in the senate from 
Delaware. 


Thn senator had not concluded when, 


at 4.S5 p.m., the senate held a brief ex- 
ecutive session and anon thereafter ud- 
journed.

SERIOUS COLLISION BETWEEN A 


MOB AND GENDARMES. 


Determined Efforts Made by tbe 


Rioters to Reach the United 


States Consulate.

ated disturbances yesterday, continued 
to defy the authorities today and made 
v olent demonstrations in spite of tbe 
armed threat of the gendarmes. Dis- 
orders were renewed near the American 
consulate and an effort waa made to 
reach the building where the consulate 
s located.

equal determination to frustrate this at- 
euipt and succeeded. But this waa not 
lone without a serioua^olliBion between 
he mob and the gendarmes, in which 
wenty of the former are known to have 
been injured, though it in not stated 
any fatalities resulted. Nine of the 
gendarmes were also injured. With 
his rebuff tbe mob drew off.

precaution against injury being done to 
he United States consulate. 
Elsewhere in Spain the situation bears 


a more tranquil aspect, and the ques- 
iun of the action of the United Btateg 
u Cuba is regarded in a calmer mood,

eft Madrid, but this proved to be en- 
irely without foundation. A dispatch 
rom Havana saye the insurgents are in 
demoralized condition, and are seeking

pressed the purpose of the United State 
o intervene to protect the legitimate in 
teroats of the United States. 


Mr. Hill asked what the "legitima 


interests" referred to were. Were tber 
any "illegitimate interests?" This wa 
not a proposition to intervene in th 
cause of humanity or to aid in tho eaus 
of freedom, or to atop bloodshed, bat to 
"protect our legitimate interests." Mr 
lill uttered the words with great Gcorn 
"This is placing our intervention on 


very low grounds," said he; "if we are 
to intervene at all, then at least let n 
put it on some higher grounds than tbe 
urgency of protecting our business n 
terests. Do uot put it on the low ground 
that we are losing a few dollars by thi 
contest between Kpain and Cuba." 


Mr. Hill held up a bunch of tele- 


grama which, he said, he had received 
from New York. One of tho telegrams 
read substantially as.followa : "i'reaen 
attitude of United States toward .Cuba 
seriously effecting commerce .vith tha 
island and merchants there are prepar- 
ing to boycott American merchants and 
to cancel their orders here." 


Mr. Hill pauuud for a moment aftor 


reading the dispatch and then shaking 
it in his hand, he added with disdain: 
"And they expect me to have my course 
here placed oil the ground that Spanish 
merchants threaten to boycott some ol 
our merchants. With all due respect to 
these gentlemen, I think our action 
should be on higher grounds. If 
w< 


wish to act let UH do so, without this 
boasting, without this idlo declaration 
without this buncombe." 


•Mr." 'Hill -said he favored the other 


portions of the resolutions declaring that 
a state of war existed. Does not war 
actually exist in Cuba today? Senators 
asked for facts. Cuba waa today full oi 
reliable correspondents — there is onct 
in a while a reliable correspondent, and 
they are daily detailing the progress of 
this conflict. Today it is reported that 
one Cuban general is within a stone's 
throw of Havana. It Is idle to shut our 
eyes to these conditions. 


"It ia said," proceeded Mr. Hill, 


"tha't the administration will be embar- 
rassed by the resolutions. I deny it. If 
the administration had felt in that way 
then some one on this side ot the cham- 
ber would know it. I do not believe 
that the officers of the administration 
would keep their feelings on such a sub- 
ject ao close tbat no one would know it. 


"If the President should sign tbe res- 


solutions, American citizens could sell 
arms to tho insurgents," said Mr. Hill. 


"Certainly, " replied Mr. Hoar. 
"They can do so now," interposed 


Mr. Morgan and Mr. Vest together. 
"I think not," returned Mr. Hoar. 
"Most assuredly they can," insisted 


Mr. Morgan. 


"You maintain that tho passage of 


ihese resolutions would not change tbe 
aw of the laud one particle." asked Mr. 
Hill. 


"I do," replied Mr. Hoar. 
"And I," then continued Hill, "agree 


with you, that the resolutions would 
lave no legal effect. It is from tbat 
itand point that I now desire to argue 
-he proprietyof their passage. I ahould 
nave hesitated, Mr. President," said 
Mr. Hill, "to have voted for a joint res- 
ilntion which would have required the 
President's f.ction within ten days; but 
these resolutions are safe because they 
merely express our opinion and hind no 
one but ourselves, although they will ba 
received with respect by the executive, 
and will have their moral effect throngh- 
outithe country and the world." 


Mr. Hill expressed the opinion that 


European countries had very properly 
recognized the confederacy as a belliger- 
ent. ThaCubans now held three-fourths 
of the island. Prisoners of war should 
be exchanged. "Are we to stand by 
and see them guillotined, garroted, shot 
or executed in any other way? The 
•evolutions could give no offense to 
ipain. It could do no harm in this in- 
stance and might tend to atay thia cruel 
warfare. In view of the conditions on 
.hat unfortunate island and the end 
which we alt anticipate, shall we not," 
IB asked, "rid them of its infamy, deg- 
radation and brutality? That is all 
these resolutions propose to do except 
t ie last, to the pusillanimous terms of 
which I can never give my consent. 


"While our general policy is one of 


non-intervention, as one of the greatest 
states of the world, and the greatest of 
republics, our institutions and example 
mu&i produce their effect upon civiliza- 
tion throughout both hemispheres, and 
w len any people, imbued with the 
spirit of- liberty, desire to found a re- 
public aud break their shackles, shall 
we refuse to give them a helping hand? 


"Shall we crush their hopea with 


coolness? 
Ie it not better for us to en- 


courage and cheer in every way permia- 
ible under tbe wise rules of interna- 
ional law those who are struggling to 
»e free from the burden of oppression? 
Ve Ret the erample. We are responsible 
or the leaeona wo taught. Who ia there 
o craven that he would abandon the 
deas under which we unfurled the flag 
of freedom to the world? Cuba ia today 
resisting taxation without representa- 
ion. It is the story of the American 
revolution over again. 
There 
were 


Tories then as now, whose sympathies 
were with aristocracy and monarchy, 
and now as then, they will be chorused 
by the force of an enliphtenpd people 
determined to he free. 
The conflict be- 


tween republicanism and monurchism 
is irrepressible and will go on, God 
grant that Cuba may succeed.

the Fecond republic of Europe. 


The tendency is in tha't. direction. 


There ia a large aud strong Republican 
faction in Spain. If Spain were to re- 
now again the treaty of 2am pa of I87J 
and carry out the reforms then prom- 
ised, I dare say the people of Cuba 
would eagerly accept the terms. But, 
failing to do that, my opinion IB that the 
war should not end, that it ihoald con- 
tinue until independence is achieved 
aud home rule for the island is secured. 
If home rule were secured, all the essen- 
tials ot the greatest of republics would 
be obtained. Canada ia as much a re 
public ae the United States. Her gov- 
ernment is her own. She is only bounc 
to the home government by the ties o 
Auld Lang Syne. 


This continent is the natural soil oi 


republics. 
We should encourage all 


who are struggling to join in the vast 
procession of the western hemisphere, 
which shall eventually furnish the ex- 
ample for the rest of the civilized world.

afternoon from Australia, Samoa- and 
Honolulu, brought news of the pai'e ar- 
rival of ihe missing steamship Kio de 
Janeiro at Honolulu on March lat. The 
Kio de Jsiieiro left thia port thirty-five 
days ago for Yokohama and grave fears 
were entertained for her safety. Ilein- 
suraiice of the ship and her cargo had 
already begun. 


According to the news received from 


Honolulu, bad weather and westerly 
winds prevailed for several daya after 
the Elo left San Francisco. For eight 
or nine daya the gale was extremely 
severe, with the barometer falling all 
.he time. On February 23d, the "coal 
supply ran abort and it was decided^o 
turn around and niake for Honolulu. 
Thu officers thought that there waa 
more chance of reaching Honolulu than 
there was of reaching Yokohama. 


The state rooms aft were torn down 


and fed to the furnance to keep the 
flteamer going. .Even the mizzen maat 
lead had to come down and go into the 
urnace. Finally land waa sighted and 
.he City of Rio Janeiro arrived as 
stated. Beyond the damage wrought to 
substitute coal the steamer sustained no 
injury whatever. She took in 1000 tons 
of coal and resumed her voyage to the 
orient the aame night. Her .passengers 
were not allowed to go aahoreT . 


Tbe Alameda brought the following 


advicea under date of March 5th to the 
Associated Press: 


Tbe American sealing schooner Mat- 


tie T. Dyer, 103 tone, of San Francwco 
•was wrecked on French frigate shoals, 
420 miles southwest from Honolulu, at

The statement u as follows: 


M.\DKin, Mar.-h C.—"We have as yet 


no official notification oi the intentions 
of tbe American government and can- 
not therefore take cognizance of or pro- 
test by note asaiast any of the proceed- 
ings of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives of tbe United States. We 
have taken no official notice whatever 
of the proceedings and speeches in 
Waahingion during tbe past week. 


"Nor have we Bounded the European 


powers or courts regarding their support 
in any form. AH we have done is to 
show to the American government and 
to Minister Taylor that we have endeav- 
ored to enforce respect for the American 
legation and consulates, repressing BO 
sternly the disturbances that we have 
ordered the Madrid, Granada, Barcelona 
and Valencia universities closed ;acd we 
will close nil universities, schools and 
establishments whose students dare to 
make demonstrations hostile to the 
United States. We will aeud to prison 
and prompt trial all authors and pro- 
moters of" such disturbances. Wet be- 
lieve they are prompted by the advanced 
Republicans. 
"Nothing will be omitted on our aide 


to show our desire to preserve cordial 
relations with America. T am convinced 
that we possess euilicieut means toquell 
any hostile demonstrations. The gov- 
ernment of Spam regrets and has made 
all jiie amends possible for the mani- 
festation already made of the imligna- 
tion which the speeches at WashiuEtou 
iiaturally excited among the over-loyal 
people of Spain. 
"Tho situation now is one of extreme 


delicacy. Indeed, 1 cannot define how 
far it is possible for tho government of 
Spain to permit amicable and careful 
mediation of a foreign power, however 
honorable and disinterested it may be, 
without incurring the grave risk of being 
accused of submitting to outside inter- 
ference, pressure and dictation in the 
midst of a civil war. The United States 
ia a great power and until they recognize 
the object and encourage the aims of tho 
insurrectionists 
in Cuba, they are 


friendly to Spain. After the recognition 
of the belligerents in Cuba by the 
United States it would be impossible for 
the government of Spain to accept the 
good offices of Preaident Cleveland.or 
to permit any interference whatever.

The state is needing rain from one end 
of it to the other, which has boon re- 
quired on account of the drying north- 
erly winds that prevailed in February, 
although at this writing, March 6th, 
there has been quite a cold wave, giving 
snow, sleet, hail and rain, which bas 
benefited the crops by the amount of 
moisture precipitated, hut has done 
Borne slight injury to earlj budding fruit 
trees by the frost of tbe first three daya 
of March.

The action of the Philadelphia manu- 


facturers evidences the tact that tht» 
great industrial forces which they rep- 
resent are becoming awake to tne alarm- 
ing disadvantage at which they are 
placed with tbeir competitors of the na- 
tions which use silver aa a standard 
money. Japan, and even China, are 
making phenomenal strides in manufac- 
turing, and the introduction of tlie beet 
modern machiuery is removing all in- 
equality, which baa heretofore existed, 
that could be reckoned as favorable to 
countries which maintain a standard of 
wages and living so much higher that 
comparieon can hardly be made. Tbe 
inequality in wages—the chief cost of 
manufacturing—is in itself ft very seri- 
ous menace to the manufacturing indus- 
try of all countries where industrial serf- 
dom does not prevail. Whan \ve add to 
this the ability of these Oriental mnnu 
facturera to seud their products to this 
country and sell them for gold, which 
nearly doubles in value when exchanged 
for the money with which they pay for 
their labor, tbe possibility of succesam 
competition vanishes completely. The 
odds are simply overwhelming. 


A high protective tariff might serve to 


offset iu a degree the inequality oi 
wages, but when tbe inequality of 
money is added to tbat of wages, tbe 
inefficiency of the protective tariff that 
falls short of absolute prohibition be- 
comea at once apparent. Protection is a 
magnificent bulwark of strength to the 
industrial forces of 
a nation which 


would sustain for ita people a standard 
of wages and living that guarantees 
comfort and enlightenment instead of a 
bare subsistence, but it baa its limita 
tion. A tariff which permits commerce

etill remains to them. It would be hard 
to imagine a broader iarce thau thia of 
twelve men solemnly sitting iu a jury 
hoi: and playing that they ihave to de- 
ride the guilt or innocence of some 
prisoner, while all tho time one man, 
other than any of them, really decides 
Lbe question. 
They must bo born 


humorists who can play eo amusing a 
game and never smile at the appearance 
they present as they bring in a verdict 
which may mean something or nothing, 
as a judge shall decide. For it matters 
not though "the evidence in the case 
may have a legal tendency to prove all 
the material facts," the judge may 
brush it to one side, with the jury's 
verdict, if he ao pleases. 


Clearly thia decision ia based on tbe 


supposition that the opinion of oue av- 
erage jurtge ia better thau that of twelve 
average jurors. Possibly the supposi- 
tion is we'l founded, hut if this be the 
case, let us in consistency's namo cast 
aside the flimsy pretence that we have a 
jury system and leave it to our judges to 
do directly, what they may'now do by 
indirection, decide both law and facts ol 
all cases. This play that we do sotne- 
thiug which we do not becomes mon- 
otonous. The cause of good govern- 
ment is not helped by euch pretenses. 


Withal, the play ia too expensive: 


more than consistency urges that we 
have done with it. The jury system 
costs the people a vast sum of money. 
If it be as useful as it purports to be 
then we need not stop to weigh its ex- 
pense, bnt if it is merely a form in 
which there is no vitality; if it is but a 
pretence of doing a thine in a certain 
way wbiiih in reality is done in another 


way, then the sooner the corpse of the 
jury system is buried, the better. We 
cannot afford to pay so much for a ghosi 
from the past.

Mr. Chandler, Republican of New

minister had been guilty of an impro- 


riety. His references, said Chandler, 
•ere ofieuaive. 
"I desire to say," interposed Morgan,

REPORT OK PRESIDENT LISESBV 


A Resume of What Has Been Done. 


New Executive Committee 


tloiu Tlmisday's Ita'Jy. 


Tbe regular anuual meeting of the 


Hundred Thousand club was held at the 
city hall last bight. After the reading 
of tbe minutes of tbe previous meeting 
of the executive committee the following 
were elected, members of the club: Dr. 
W. A. Washer, W. F. Forsey, Dr. 0. J. 
Miner, Horace Hawes, George L. War- 
low and T. C. White. 


After transacting some routine busi- 


ness the executive committee adjourned 
and the club was called to order by 
Chairman Lisenby, who read the fol- 
lowing interesting report as chairman of 
the executive committee: 


"Thia being tbe close of our first year, 


I presume it ia expected of me to make 
a brief statement of what we have ac- 
complished since our organisation, and 
1 will not bnrden you witb listening to 
reading of our articles of organization, 
but briefly call your attention to thofirst 
paragraph of the articles, -which i be- 
lieve fully expresses our .purpose—'The 
Object of this club is primarily to in- 
crease the population of Fresno county 
to 100.COO before the tirat dayof June, in 
the year 1900.' 
''1 believe the club has had this ob- 


ject in view, and labored faithfully to 
altaiu tins end since ita organization* 


"You will doubtless remember that at 


a recent mealing at which we were ad- 
dres^pd by representative raisin pack- 
ers, one gentleman, laboring uuder a, 
wrong impression, suggested tbat our 
efforts were directed in tbe interest of 
Fresno city. 
This impression should 


not exist, aud I believe doea not to any 
considerable extent. 1 would therefore 
suggest that our plan of auxiliary or- 
ganizations ba carried out. It should 
be thoroughly and completely under- 
stood tbat tbis club has no selfish mo- 
tive, no particular locality to boom, but 
the welfare of tbo whole county in in- 
terest. 


"AVben your attention is called to the 


fact that fifty regular meetings (ex- 
clusive of numerous special and com- 
mittee meetings) have bean held during 
the year, I think 1 may be pardoned in 
Baying tliflt our zeal is commendable. 
A brief synopsis of what we have done I 
hope will not prove uninteresting. 


"Our first regular meeting wan held 


on the 18th day of March, 1895, aud at 
that meeting a -committee of five was 
appointed to confer with a similar com- 
mittee appointed by the Chamber of 
Commerce for tbe purpose of drafting 
Buitablere?ohitions favorable to the pro- 
posed San Joaquin Valley railroad. 


''This committee performed-theirdnty, 


thus putting the club on record in favor 
of this important undertaking. This 
waa followed hy tbe appointment of a 
permanent committee .of fiva consisting 
of tho following membera of the club: 
J. J. Seymour, J. W. Short, Colin Chic- 
holm, Dr. E. C. Dunn and A. L. Hobbs, 
to act with a similar committee from the 
Chamber of Commerce to carry out tbe 
proposed plan of tho promoters of the 
railroad. It ia unnecessary for me to 
Bay that our committee carried out their 
trust faithfully aud well, and I will take 
this opportunity to again renew our ob- 
ligations to them for their untiring ef- 
forts in behali of, the people of Fresno 
county. 
"At our meeting on March 27th A.L. 


llobba was appointed a committee to 
represent us at a meeting of delegates 
from the northern and central portions 
of the state held in San Francisco, for 
the purpose of formulating plans look- 
ing toward inducing immigration to 
California. That be performed thatduty 
to our satisfaction I think you will all 
agree. 
"In the early part of the year it WSB 


the expression of tbe club that some- 
thing in the way of permanent advertis- 
ing matter tft publijhed for distribution. 
In compliance witb that idea commit- 
tees were appointed and assigned differ- 
ent subject? upon which to prepare arti- 
cles; many of them reported, advancing 
some excellent ideas. I would suggest 
that this matter he not lost eight of and 
that some time during the coming year 
it be resumed. 
"Looting to an increased population 


for the city, and that we might have 
better and more complete sanitary, fire 
and police protection, the club nt a 
meeting held in May last adopted a res- 
olution asking the voters of several addi- 
tions to become a part of tbe city, and I 
am pleased to aay that Hi ft indications 
am ple 
are favorable toward the consummation 
of our plan. Let us furtlier encourage 
the proposition. 


"Wo have not been unoiindnil-of our 


patriotism, as was demonstrated by the 
celebration of our greatest national holi- 
day, July 4th. The club, with its usual 
energy, taking upon itself the responsi- 
bility of securing an appropriate cele- 
bration, and, with the assistance of 
committees from other organizations, 
demonstrated that it bad not forgotten 
how to celebrate. The club was repre- 
sented in the proceflfion by an appro- 
priate float of unique design. 


"The club has been found on tbe right 


side of all public improvement. 
We 


have urued (and I think not without 
some effect) the completion of tbe high 
school building, called the attention of 
our representfttivea in congress to the 
necessity of provision in the way of pub- 
lic buildings for Fresno, aud I am 
pleased to say that all onr appeals in 
this direction have been moat favorably 
received. Lately we' have taken up tbe 
matter of improvement of our cemetery, 
and I am assured that our efforts are 
being appreciated, and that already ar- 
rangements have been made for per- 
manent improvement of"" portions of 
that most eacred ground. 


"Beterrinp attain to the main purpose 


of onr organization, viz , the increase of 
our population, I find that efforts are 
being made to organize auxiliary clubs 
in different parts ot the county, at the 
suggestion of our club, and that we are 
assured of the success of this under- 
taking. 


"We have not lost sight of the im- 


portance of the Nicaragua canal, having 
memorialized congress on this 'proposi- 
tion of national importance. We have 
lent oar nid to the Chamber of Com- 
merce in the. inauguration of a citrua 
fair, both by moral support and appro- 
priation of cash premiums. Recogniz*- 
ing the vast importance of tbe new en- 
terprise, thex6an Joaqnin Valley Elec- 
tric Ligbt aud Power Company, we 
have taken steps, by the appointment 
of a suitable committee to prepare plans, 
to celebrate the day of its completion. 
Of the time and plan you will ba fully 
advised in due season. 


"I should nnt feel that I had done my 


duty without calling your attention to 
the amount of advertising of the vast re- 
sources of this conn.ty thia club has 
done. We arranged for and carried to a 
successful completion a special edition 
of the DAILY 
MOKS-IXO REPUBLICAN of 


2500 copies, extra, on April 10th. On 
May 29th we prepared a special folder 
containing useful and truthful informa* 
tion of our resources. In November we 
in°ertod standing advertisements in the 
New York World, Jlarjtcr's Weekly, the 
Chicago hiter-Octan and the St. Louis 
fJMif-Dfmocral. 
On thia date we alco 


ordered a second edition of 10,000 copies

"We have circulated 500 copies of the

Jn an interview with a representative

Facts ami Figures Collected From 


Financial History and Silver 


and Uold Statistics. 


EDITOH REPL-BLICAN :—I noted witb 


satisfaction the candid and eerious con* 


ration you ^AW, uinler tiie aboi't* 


litle, in your Sunday issue to a para- 
graph which appeared in the Tulare 


f»(iY taking what I may call a nat- 


ural development view of tbe silver 
mention. Believing tbat this much die- 
cursed subject has gel Join been ap- 
proached from that point of view, I beg 
jermifiaion to submit for the COB Bide m- 
ion of your readers a few more thoughts 
ilong that line. We are all Hepublicans 
and all earnestly desire Republican suc- 
cess in the coming election, not so much 
or tbe good of the party aa for the good 
of the country, and it ia important that 
Republicans should, if possible, get into 
a harmonious battle array on the silver 
pane. A harsh partisan discussion sel- 
dom mates converts, but a candid aud 
earnest presentation of considerations, 
f lucid, sometimes does. I promise to 
K) candid anil earnest in what I eball 
say and as lucid aa possible. 


In a world wbere tbe forces in opera- 
ion are infinite in variety it is seldom 
that any result ia produced by a single 
cause, and tbe present low estate of sil- 
ver was not produced by any oue cause. 
!t was not the "Crime of *73," or any 
number of such "crimea" which brought 
about that which we ali deplore. There 
was an original and natural cause for 
the parting at the ways of silver and 
:old, and every ontrlbutiag cause from 
irat to last was natural and naturally 
ollowed. Let us review this novel de- 
mrtmentof natural history historically 
mt briefly. 


Up to near tbe middle of this cen- 


ury gold and silver production had 
varied considerably from time to time, 
>ut both metals were scarce and there- 
ore "precious," and what was not 
needed in the arts readily passed into 
he- circulating media of the various 
countries. Then came the discovery of 
jolil in California ami Australia opening 
ip a phenomenal production of the 
dearer metal while tbe production of 
;he other remained much the same. As 


L first result business increased ^all over 
lie world and hitherto unprecedented 
.rauafers of iiold from place to place 
had to be made. Thia largely increased 
quantity of gold handled was the first 
cause of the first link in that chain of 
causea which led to the present unhappy 
condition of silver. To avoid tho ne- 
cessity of handling so much gold some 
Dutchmen over iu England began to de- 
wait their gold in safe places and-to 
uake their commercial exchanges by 
means of orders for gold bills of ex- 
change expresaed in terms of gold pay- 
ment. This was not a "crime" against 
silver, but a perfectly natural device for 
obviating tbo necessity at large risk of 
OBB and danger of abrasion, of trans- 
mitting Bums of gold for ultimate pay- 
ment, 
' 


By reason of this device and the 


argely increased product of gold, gold 
bpRan to supplant silver in all large 
payments, not because of any precon- 
ceived antipathy against ailver or the 
miners of silver, but solely for sake of 
convenience iu transacting business. 
AB stocks of gold increased, silver etead- 
"ly descended to the lower use of sub- 
jidiary coinage, and 
gold naturally 


tended to become the standard of value 
and preferred medium of exchange. 


It is true that certain financiers tried 


;o resist this movement through fear 
,hat gold would become too abuudant, 
and therefore a less stable standard of 
value than silver; but cvon the Roth a- 
childB were powerless to withstand this 
jroceae of natural adaptation, and gold 
Became tbe standard of value by com- 
mercial custom, and commercial custom 
ind not congresses make commercial 
aw. 
. But the tables turned. The produc- 
ion of gold fell off and the production 
of Bilrer began to increase, and this 
speedily widened the breach which cus- 
.om had already made between gold and 
iilver. The financial world _Baw tbe 
brftach, saw that it was widening, and, 
as panical people always do,commenced 
o widen the breach atill further instead 
if closing it. Eng!«nd bad early passed 
o gold. Germany bepan to save itself 
jy exchanging ailver for gold, and the 
.lulled States ruuged iteelf along with 
England and Germany. Only the Latin 
nations strove to fill the gap between 
the two metals, but custom aud prefer- 
ence and a. panical feeling were against 
,hem and they were powerleEB. Then 
India, which had wonderfully aided tbe 
suite metal by absorbing quantities of 
ilver, refused to longer be the dumping 
ground for a discredited metal, and the 
collap?e came. It wan all perfectly nat- 
ural, nnd not the result of any deep-laid, 
malignant scheme. It was not given to 
tbe powera of darkness, much less to 
men, to foresee and order and consum- 
mate an evil design so far reaching; but 
nen of force and foresight, instead of 
leiug the creatures of circumstances, 
.urn circumstances to their account, and 
;his the great commercial and rooney- 
endine people have done with tho cir- 
;nmat»nce of tbe parting of the parity 
between gold aud silver, but they did 
not part the parity. 
"" 


When a condition of distrust comes to 


eiist people withdraw tbeir depoeits 
TOEU banks and lock them up or hide 
them away, banks cease to loan, but 
strive to realize upon tbeir assets, peo- 
ple cease to buy new things, hands are 
discharged, and, iu short, those very 
:bings are done which are most calcu- 
ated to bring on a panic and make that 
mnic as disastrous as possible; and so it 
X&B with tbe 
discrediting of silver. 


Everything thine was done which could 
be to widen the breech between the two 
metale and to depress ailver to tbe low- 
est notch. But the remedying of evils 
inflicted by a panic is possible only by 
the application of tbe most homely and 
wholesome principles.of prudent thrift, 
and so it will be with tbe rebabiliation 
of silver. H fell by a continuous chain 
of conspiring causes, each having its 
origin in some natural tendency, and it 
can rise to the old parity only by a sim- 
ilar series of helpful conditions, and 
those conditions are forming into line. 


Cheapened processes bave resulted in 


a production of 
gold 
never before 


equaled in the world's history; tbe pro- 
duction of silver IB relatively decreas- 
ing; substitutes for actual, physical pay- 
ments of gold arc being more and more 
employed; new uses for silver in the 
arts are constantly being found; public 
sentiment, which, in time of nhenotn- 
inal increase ia production of gold tend- 
ed toward tbe single gold standard, now 
strongly demands bimetallism; the bosi- 
Dtjse of the world ia BO increaeing that 
absolutely more 
money is required 


(although the quantity relative to the 
volume of business is less)—all these 
facts conspire in DO email degree to re- 
store that confidence in the fu'ure parity 
of the two metals which alone is re- 
qnieite to bring about a very present 
patity. If all the world believed that 
Rilver and gold would econ be at the old 
parity the old parity would speedilycome 
10 pass, just as if all the world believed 
tbat pood times were speedily coming, 
gocd times would speedily come. It i 
a ppeciea of mind cure. 


If now I have done what I essayed to 


do, T have phown that pilver fell from 
its hiijh estate through natural causes 
and by natural processes and not hy 
rr.alipnant design of any nation or set ol 
financiers: and if thin be true, it is 
reasonable to conclude that if silver ia 
restored to its ancient and honored sta- 
tion, it must ha chiefly through natural 
procesars and not hy the schemes ol 
men. Legislation may assist, bnt il 
can not force tbo isaue. 
At tbe founda- 


tion of tbe majertic superstructure of } 
commercial health and wealth wa all 
wish to see erected, th« hardy miner ia 
now toiling—poMJbly for no other re- 
compense than a "grab stake," but bis 
work ia needful to be done and done be- 
fore anything else is done, and wb*t he 
ia doing is being well done, lie ia lay*

MILK FROM DAIRIES. 


Care Necessary to Keep it Free 


From Impurities. 


EDITOR BEPUBLICAX :—During the past 


three weeks I have devoted considera- 
ble attention to the condition of some of 
our dairies and the manner in which 
milk ia being delivered. I have noticed 
ou many occasions milk being poured 
into jare that have been exposed to dust 
and not cleanly washed, and then car- 
ried on to the next customer. 
i 


We are forcibly reminded tbat dirt 


and filth are tbe abiding place of dia- ] 
ease, aud that cleanliness is tke Eureet : 
guide to health. Attention IB called to | 
tbe danger tbat may exitt in using milk 
irom bottles aa above mentioned. No 
one knows the mischief done through 
the use of milk that is too often loaded 
with the germs of tuberculosis and 
filth- Protestor Airlong aayn that the 
danger ie so great to children that it can 
scarcely be exaggerated. 


There are many ways by which organ- 


isms may find their way into milk, be- 
side through the tuberculous state of 
the animal which produces it. There 
may he consumptive attendants about E 
dairv who scatter thousands of kbe 
bacilli. It shonld seem to me some step 
should he taken to guard against such 
impurities. Information ?bould beseni 
to dairymen as to the necessity of the 
case. 
Stables ehould be clean, wel 


lighted, well ventilated and dry. Thu 
animals ehould be kept clean and wel 
fed with nutritious food and access to 
plaaty of pure water three times a uay 
at leaet. They Etioulo* not allow any 
persons about the stables and dairy whi 
are not clean and healthy. They shouk 
have at every dairy a wash room witl 
hot and cold water, plenty of soap r- 
c'.ean towels.

The San Joaqnin Electric Company is 


stringing its wirea for the light and 
power circuits in this city. Tho fact 
,hat the wires are not insulated has 
;aused some people to grow uneasy lest 
calamitous things should come to pass. 
In order to allay any unnecessary alarm 
on thia account, a few facts concerning 
ilectricity in general and these wirea in 
particular may be given. 


From 1500 to 2000 volte are usually 


omaidered sufficient to kill a human be- 
ing when fairly sent through tho body. 
The most powerful voltage carried by 
any circuit of tbe new company in tbis 
city, except the main line from the river 
to Freano, is only 200 volts; that is the 
line from tbe substation to Porteona' 
shop.

the city schools for this weak-will no 
doubt give tbe Board of.Education more 
concern than was anticipated at tbe 
time the schools were ordered closed. 


During the executive session held at 


tbe meeting on Tuesday evening tbe 
members of the hoard did not arrive at 
arjv conclusion in the matter. It was 
stated that two or three teachers had 
signified their intentions to press their 
claims for the week's pay. 


The fact is, tbe majority of the teach- 


ere would like to have tbe money which 
they are entitled to under the law. But 
only a few like tbe idea of coming out 
and making a demand 
for it. Tbe 


amount is about $20 each. 


However, a few teachers will make 


tbe demand. They consider that they 
have a right to the money. 


If they make the demand it ia claimed 


that the law compete the Board of Edu- 
cation to pay them for tbe week of en- 
forced idleness. If theso teachers are 
paid, all the others may be paid also. 


Tho board did not expect to pay the, 


teachers for the week when it adjonrned 
the schools. It thought that a week 
could be added to the end of the term 
without increasing expenses. 


The few who intend to preas their 


claims eay that they will reaicn at the 
end of tbe present term anyway. 


Another matter of interest in local 


echool circles ia the trouble between tne 
principal and the teachers at the Cen- 
tral school. The edict issued by the 
board at Tuesday night's mepfing de- 
recting that the teachers be enlightened 
concerning the rules of obedience to the 
principal baa caueed a great flurry 
among tho subordinates.

A MEETING OP THE TKtCHEfiS 


Professor Heatou Urges Them to 


Work Harmoniously With 


Their Principals. 


*The city schools reopened yesterday 


morning after having been closed for a 
week on account of the diphtheria 
scare. 


At the K-atreet echooi, where the 


•"scare" originated, there waa an at- 
tendance of about seventy-five per cent 
of the regular enrollment. Principal 
Frank M. Lane stated that in hia opin- 
ion the lack of attendance waa not so 
much on account of tbe fear of sickness 
as the result ol a week's vacation. After 
a vacation it generally takes two or 
•three days for the attendance to reach 
the enrollment again. 


At the C-street school there were 126 


pnpila present and 111 absent. Prin- 
cipal George Oosgrave thinka that the 
attendants will increase rapidly within 


* AT the 'Central school 106 acholara 
-were absent out of a regular enrollment 
of about 375. At Park Avenue there 
was an attendance of about eeveuty-five 
per cent. At al! the schools eeveral ad- 
ditional pupils came ia during tho noon 
•hour, the parents having been in doubt 
in the morning about Bending them. 


The school preniieee were all thor- 


oughly fumigated during the past week, 
and as there have been uo cases of diph- 
theria reported of late, the Board of 
Education does not think there is any 
reason for keeping the schools closed. 
They are naturally aa aurioua about 
the welfare of the scholars aa any body 
is, and should there bo any. cause for 
fear they would adjourn tbe schools im- 
mediately. 


Professor Heaton stated yesterday 


that he expects to have almost a full at- 
tendance at the schools within the nest 
three or four days. 


The teachera had a meeting-yesterday 


afternoon at the close of school hours at 
the Central building. It was in re- 
sponse to a call from Supervi?inE Prin- 
cinal Heaton who had been instructed 
by the Board of Education to notify the 
teachers that the rules for the govern- 
ment of schools should becomplied with 
by them. The section to which the 
board wished to have especial attention 
called was that which refers to the 
principal of a school and his authority 
over the subordinate teachera. The in- 
structions of the board were general iu 
their nature, that the law should be read 
to tbe teachera nud • principals of all the 
schools. 
Every teacher in tho city was present 


at the called meeting. Profeaaor Hoaton 
stated the action of "the board, and for 
the welfare of the schools he urged that 
the teachers and principals work har- 
moniously. He said that tho Board of 
Education ia at 
present formulating 


rules to govern principals aud teachera. 
They will probably be ready in a fen- 
days. 
Duringthe meeting, while discussing 


other Hctiool matters, it waa developed 
that the teachers are strongly inclined 
to demand pay for last week. A ques- 
tion waa raiEBd aa to whether or not the 
week should ha recorded as a completion 
of the school month, it happening to be 
the fourth week since the month 8 
record was beeun. It appeared to be 
the sentiment of the majority of the 
teachera to consider it aa the completion 
of the month. 


This means that the teachera consider 


the end of tho week the last of a month 
in the regular payment of salaries. A 
principal of one of the schools stated 10 
a REPUBLICAN reporter yesterday that 
the teachers expect to get pay for the 
week and that they think they are enti- 
tled to it. He stnted, however, that if 
the board refuses to pay, the majority of 
the teachers will not go to the troubleof 
bringing suit fnr it, although the law is 
considered to be unquestionably in their 


Clerk Oummicgs of the school board 


stated yesterday that he had learned 
that there ia one teacher who will bring 
suit to collect the money if the board re- 
fuses to allow it. Mr. Cuiummga was 
unable to gay wnat the board would do 
in the matter. ^

A Rabbit Drive Where Thousands 


Breathed Their Last. 


The people of Eastou and Washington 


colony, to the number of 200 or L'50, 
turned out last Saturday with shotguns 
to kill rabbits.

y the commission packers and the 
lan by the co-oporativa association. 
The 
bankers parent were T. C. 


b'hueofihe Firat National and Alex 
joldstein oi the Farmers' Bank, 


Secretary Spencer opened proceedings 
y reading the plan submitted by the 
ackers at the Uet meeting and one 
ubmitted by the co-operatives. The 
ollowing ia tho plan submitted by the 
alter through W. F. Foreey: 


"To the executive committee of the 


Jne Hundred Thousand club of Freano 
ounty. 
"Gentlemen:—In reply to your re- 


quest to e'^e you an outline of a plan 
which we believe would be acceptable to 
he co-operative companies, whereby a 
Vfltem could be inaugurated to abso- 
utely control the crop of raieins, and 
till not bo injurious to the different 
ommiBsion packers which are now in 
he market., we beg to submit the foi- 
owing: 


"Iu the first olace, it would be well to 
iriefly review tho situation as we find 
t. For instance, take a grower today. 
"f he has a larce vineyard he either 
lirea men by the day, or lets the con- 
tact to some man to prune hia vine- 
•ard ; pays him for the work done and 
he man has no further hold on him or 
lie crop. Or, it ho has a small vtue- 
•ard ol hia own, he does his work him- 
eli. Iu a similar manner we would 
iken the packing ot raising. For m- 
'tance, a man does not care to pack hie 
own good? individually, or to take them 
o any co-operative packer, so he takes 
hem"to the commission pucker and baa 
hem packed at a certain speciSed price, 
and when they are packed borrows 
money from a central organization, if he 
needs it, and pays the commission 
packer for the work done. The com- 
aission packer then has no further con- 
rol over those goods, or like the smaller 
men, the co-operative companies or in- 
dividual?, pack their own goode, turn 
,hein under the control of a central aa- 
;ociation, and receive credit for the same 
rate of packing as the commission 
packer had received. In such a manner 
,a this it can be readily eeen that the 
central aESOciatiou would control the 
;oode ready for market without heing 
n any way hampered by any set of 
lackers. 


"The reason that we are willing to 


agree to thia plan ia that we recognize 
the fact that a great number of our 
mowers are in very straitened financial 
sircnmstances; and aa a large mini her 
will be 'undoubtedly forced to obtain 
money from the commieaion packer for 
tbe purpose of harvesting their crops, 
we believe that it is possible to agree 
upon an organization that, while elimi- 
nating the commission packer from the 
control, will be of value to the raisin in- 
dustry. And aa the following plan does 
not in any way injure the packing com- 


amouut of the goode mt the 
price*! 


named, Icea a couimieston for eelling of' 
five per cent, obtain from the awocit- 
tion an order on themaelve* for the de- 
livery of the good* and ship the eooda 
required, And as all ROOO*B will be 
shipped Lo.b. it means ttiat the pmcker, 
if be deflirw, can clear two and half per 
cent commission, as he will only have 
to pay two and half per cent in tbe Eaat 
to the eastern broker. This will only 
shut out the man who has not sufficient 
financial standing to obtain the nec- 
essary money to pay for tbe trooda and 
await the arrival of the jjoods in tbe 
East before hie draft ia paid in return, 
• Oil thie liiiilo all tfi>oJe ttuiliil 1st* pitiU 
or full draft against documents. The 
money which the association would re- 
vive for thew goods would be prorated 
Dioportiouately to all growers in pro- 
lortiou lo the amount of raisins that 
md been delivered by them at the 
liiferent packing houses within a cer- 
aiu time, so that each grower will get 
us average of tbe market for that time 
n proportion to the quantity and clasa 
of fruit.that he may have" delivered. 
Vud as this plan is equitable we believe 
hat the 
growers will be perfectly 


satisfied with it. 


"Inrt.'gard to capital, we have been 
;sun?d that we can have a million dol- 
ars if we need it, providing such an or- 
ganization ia formed, composed of, aud 
Controlling 90 per cent of the growers of 
,hU valley. Because with 90 per cent of 
the growers controlled' in this manner, 
and the packers also controlled, \ve 
would place a certain value ou raiaius, 
whereas today it ia utterly impossible to 
place any value whatever on any grade 
ol ruiaina, owing to the fact that nearly 
every packer has a different price. Such 
a plan aa thia would meet with our in- 
dorsement and co-operation, but we are 
not prepared to join a corporation wlulu 
tbe control is in the hands of the com- 
mission packers, as wo believe that it 
muet be in the hands of the growers to 
;ver be a success, for the simple reason 
:hat the growers will never unanimously 
ndorse any ylan whereby the commid- 
eion packers are liable to obtain control 
of the same. We earnestly hope that 
.he One Hundred Thousand Club of 
Fresno may outline eouie euch plan as 
above suggested, and we believe that it 
wilt he possible by guaranteeing that 
the gooda would notnet less than 2 cents 
in the sweat bos to obtain the requisite 
00 per cent. And while we will not neg- 
ect our own business, yet we will do a!l 
in our power to assist any euch plau as 
above outlined. 


"While wo aro willing to place our 


goods in the hand a of an association 
uanaged by the bankers,weherewith be^ 
:o state that under no condition would 
we bo willing to place our goods in the 
muds of a corporation in any wav con- 
:rolled or aoverued by the commission 
packers. Yours truly, 


"W. F. FORSEY, 
;'Manager the Co-operative Packers' 


Association." 
The above document was accompanied 


ay a letter from Mr. Foreey, in which 
ie called attention to the fact that a3 
the proposed packers' union is to be is- 
Eued on a basis of last yeara' pack, auy 
new companies could not be taken in, 
and therefore th'ey will be competitors. 


T. C. White waa first called upon to 


adress the club. He was satisfied that 
some plan of organization should ba ar- 
rived at. 
He had abandoned hope of 


effectively organizing the growers. He 


panies we 


way injure 
are witlin;ig to do all in our 


power to assist, should tbe Hundred 
Thousand Club decide to act ou our sug- 
gestion. 
"In .regard to the 
organisation 


of the growers, we believe that il 
is possible to organize the growers if we 
can go before them with some definite 
>lan outlined, and assure them that un- 
Jer certain conditions 2 cents per pound 
can be obtained for the gooda in the 
sweat bos for ou average crop; and we 
feel sure from the investigation tbat we 
have made, that an organization would 
be flafe in guaranteeing a price for 
packed goods, which would be equiva- 
lent to 2 cents a pound in the sweat box 
on nn average crop. In other words, we 
believe that it would be perfectly safe to 
set the price on raisins at 2J<(, 3 and 4 
cents for 2, 3 and -1-crown loose f.o.b. 
Fresno, and we do not believe tnat this 
price would invite very much foreign 
competition. 


"It would be necessary for this organ- 


ization or corporation to have a contract 
drawn up which would absolutely bind 
!,he grower to deliver his goods to eome 
packing house that wae under contract 
with the corporation to be packed under 
instructions of the corporation, agreeinr 
to advance, when the goods are packed 
2 cents a pound, reserving the cost of 
jacking from this amount, the balance 
;o be paid as soon as the goods were 
sold. Then to divide the crop, say once 
every fifteen or thirty days, and then as 
soon as these gooda were aold prorate 
;he balance among the people iu propor- 
:ion to the quantity and quality of their 
" nit. 


"Also it would be necessary lo have 


an ironclad contract with all the pack- 
era, both individual, commission and co- 
operative, binding them to not pack any 
raisins for any person unless they were 
members of this central corporation, 
ind furthermore, binding them to de- 
iverover all goods to the central corpor- 
ation as soon aa packed upon the pay- 
ment of the regular schedule packing 
charges. Thia, as yon will see, places 
the goods as soon as they are packed hi 
tbe hands of this central organization. 


"The directors of thia corporation 


must be selected by the growers, and we 
would suggest that it be from among 
the bankers of thie valley, picking oat 
men who are known to be free from anj 
sympathy toward any claas of packers, 
and men who will deal honestly and 
fairly with all parties concerned. These 
directors could then select their man- 
agers, and it would bo advisable, we 
think, to have a man who would not be 
in sny way connected with the raisin 
business in Freano county, 


"We do not mean by tbat a man 


who baa no knowledge of ibe raisin 
business, especial!/ in tbe selling 01 
raisins, but one who has not been closely 
connected with any kind of packing 
house here. 


"Undertbis plan the individual pack- 


er, the com mission packer ncd the co- 
operative packer. ar« timply a factor in 
the raisin business' for the purpose o 
preparing the goods for the market, the 
same aa the primer or handler of raisins 
in the Held, and after tlie goods are in 
ehape for market, they are controlled bi 
a central association which is entireh 
free from the influence of the coinmis 
aion packer, they receive a legitimate

by packers and the other by growers. 


W. D. Grady enlivened the meeting 


in stating his experience the past year 
with tbe commission packer. He con- 
signed eighty-four tons of raisins and 
hia rerurna showed him to be in debt to 
the firm to the amount of $853. Mr. 
Grady favored an organization of the 
growers and an entire absolution from 
the commission men. 


At this point Messrs. Goldstein and 


A. R. Briggs, who had beeu attending 
the Chamber of Commerce meeting, ar- 
ived. Both plane submitted were read to 
them, Mr. Gojdstein, being ynlied upon, 
said: "Considering the present condi- 
tion of the growers the plan of the 
packers' union seems to be the moat 
feasible one at thia time. Thia viacious 
method of disposing of raisins should 
be stopped.
